Article 10 - To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $35,000 for the purchase of a tank truck for the Fire 
Department and to authorize the withdrawal of $11,000 from the Fire Dept- 
ment Capital Reserve Fund and to accept $5,000 from the Volunteer Fire 
Department for the purchase. The balance of $19,000 to be raised by taxes. 
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Moved and seconded. Amendment then was made to add the phrase that 
this purchase will be put out for competitive bidding.

Original article then voted in the affirmative 
unanimously.

ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


With the adoption of the new Zoning Ordinance in 1988, the 
position of Zoning Administrator was created. The Zoning Admini- 
strator issues and reviews applications for zoning permits for new 
buildings, construction, renovations, and/or any other proposed 
use covered by the Westmoreland Zoning Ordinance. Permits are 
granted for the proposed uses that meet the requirements of the 
Zoning Ordinance. If the proposed use does not meet the Zoning 
Ordinance requirements, referral is made to the Zoning Board of 
Adjustment for a Special Exception or a Variance and, sometimes, 
to the Planning Board for a Site Plan Review. A copy of the Zoning 
Ordinance is available in the Town Clerk's Office. (A zoning permit 
must be issued before a building permit.) 


Westmoreland's first Zoning Administrator is Franklin 
Henderson of Macadam Road. In 1988, he issued 32 permits and 
4 referrals to the Zoning Board of Adjustment. 


The Zoning Board of Adjustment conducted hearings in 1988 for 
17 applications for special exceptions and/or variances to the 
Zoning Ordinance. Of these, 13 were approved, 2 were approved 
with modifications, 1 was denied and 1 was withdrawn. Hearings are 
conducted on the second Tuesday of the months when there are re- 
quests, with the exception of the month of March when hearings are 
scheduled for the third Tuesday. Applications must be submitted no 
less than fourteen days before the hearing date.

The Planning Board holds regular monthly meetings the second 
Tuesday of each month. 


The Planning Board held five public hearings on a proposed new

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WESTMORELAND SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING MARCH 8, 1988 


Agreeable to the foregoing warrant, the legal voters having met at the time 
and place mentioned in the warrant, the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, R. Bruce Smith, at 10:00 A.M. Article 1 was then read by the 
Moderator and, after declaring the polls open, voting commenced. The polls 
were closed at 8:17 P.M. The ballots were then counted. The results of the 
balloting were as follows: 


For School District Moderator for the ensuing year: 
R. Bruce Smith - 32 votes and was declared elected. 


For Member of the School Board for the ensuing three years: 
Gail Cox-Soboleski - 134 votes and was declared elected. 


For member of the School Board for the ensuing two years: 
Sarah Bonneau - 239 votes and was declared elected. 


For School District Treasurer from July 1, 1988, for the ensuing year: 
Paula A. McKane - 253 votes and was declared elected. 


For School District Auditor for the ensuing two years: 
Write-in condidates declined to serve. 


For School District Clerk for the ensuing year: 
lois K. Merry - 236 votes and was declared elected. 


WESTMORELAND SCHOOL DISTRICT MEETING MARCH 11, 1988 


Agreeable to the foregoing warrant, the legal voters having met at the time 
and place mentioned in the warrant, the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, R. Bruce Smith at 7:36 P.M. Mr. Smith opened with the Pledge of 
Allegiance and briefly explained the rules of the meeting. 


Mr. Smith then introduced the guests at the meeting: H. Charles Larracey, 
Superintendent of Schools; Mark Genovese, Assistant Superintendent for Towns; 
Patricia J. Trow, Personnel Manager; Gwen S. Mitchell, Director of Special 
Education; and Janice Lefebvre, Principal of Westmoreland School. 


He then read the results of the election, adding that the ballots for the 
three-year term for the School Board were. counted twice because of the closeness 
of the vote. 


Moderator Smith then handed out the School Improvement Survey (attached) 
which would be collected at the conclusion of the meeting. 


Mr. Smith then read the School Warrant. 
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Article 1. Motion was made and seconded to accept the reports of agents, 
auditors, committees, or officers chosen as printed in the Town Report. 

A request was made to include the number of students in Westmoreland School, 
the names of graduates of eighth grade and high school, and the projected 
enrollment for the Westmoreland School in next year's School District Report. 
The Moderator indicated that this would be done. There being no further 
discussion, the motion was voted upon by voice and carried. 


Article 2. Motion was made and seconded that the District authorize the 
School Board to make application for and to accept and use in the name of 
the District such advances, grants-in-aid, or other funds for educational 
purposes as may now or hereafter be forthcoming from the United States 
Government, the State of New Hampshire or agency thereof, or any federal, 
state or private agency. There was no discussion; the motion was voted upon 
by voice and carried. 


Article 3. Motion was made and seconded that the District authorize the 
School Board to apply for, accept, and expend, without further action by 

the School District Meeting, money from the state, federal, or other goverm- 
mental unit or private source which becomes available during the 1988-89 
school fiscal year provided that such expenditure.be made for purposes for 
which a school district may appropriate money, and that such expenditure not 
require the expenditure of other school district funds. Further that the 
School District hold a public hearing prior to accepting and spending such 
money . 


After School Board Chairman Cameron Tease explained the difference between 
Article 2 and Article 3 (that is Article 2 deals with anticipated funding 
while Article 3 deals with unanticipated funding) in response to a question, 
the motion was voted upon by voice and carried. 


Article 4. Motion was made and seconded that the District raise and appropriate 
the sum of fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.) to employ an architect for the 
purpose of preparing plans and cost estimates for the rennovation and/or 
construction of additional space at the Westmoreland Elementary School, or to 
take any other action in relation thereto. 


Preceding the discussion, School Board Member Reginald Simino read a statement 
which referred to Article 4 in last year's School Warrant pertaining to the 
formation of a committee to study the needs of Westmoreland School. By May 1, 
1988 a report must be submitted to the State that will show plans to comply 
with minimum standards by the 1990-91 budget year. Mr. Simino noted two 
penalties for non-compliance, namely loss of state funding and loss of approval 
(which would require the Westmoreland School District to pay tuition to 
educate its students at other schools if parents so request). 
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He then reviewed the areas in which the school had greatest needs and 
elucidated ways in which the committee proposed that these problems be solved. 
Janice Lefebvre talked about the physical education program and why the use 
of the Town Hall for physical education is unsatisfactory due to time and. 
safety problems. 


All those in attendence were asked to fill out the School Improvement Survey 
which would be reviewed by the School District if Article 4 passed. 


Discussion focused on the burden that state mandates place on the budgets of 
small towns. A suggestion was made that the plans for school improvement 
should be more specific before a vote is taken on them. There was the comment 
that perhaps a study ought to be done on the community's ability to pay such 
costs, also a plea to hold the line on construction costs while the project 

is under way. Some discussion of state standards followed, and the state's 
obligation to fund what it has mandated. Superintendent Charles Larracey 
mentioned that the State of N. H. mandates minimum standards but does not 

fund them according to a ruling of the Attormey General to the State Board of 
Education. 


Motion was made and seconded to move the question and passed by 2/3 hand vote. 
The article was then voted on by ballot and passed 97 to 55. 


Article 5. Motion was made and seconded that the District should raise and 
appropriate the sum of seventeen thousand dollars ($17,000.) to fund the 
anticipated deficit in the 1987-88 budget; or to take any other action in 
relation thereto. 


Chairman Cameron Tease moved to amend the article to read $45,000. The motion 
was seconded. In explanation, he said that special education placement costs 
and related fees accounted for the larger deficit. 


Discussion followed about a school district's responsibility for special 
education. It was mentioned that a scale of special education costs by 
disability might be useful to help avoid financial surprises and legal costs. 
The opinion of the School Board and the Special Education Director was that 
each case must be handled on an individual basis. A question was asked about 
the wisdom of fighting out-of-district placement in court, but the School 
Board responded that uncontested out-of-district placement could lead to 

an undesirable precedent. Opinions were expressed that the cost of special 
education is out of control; but also that all children deserve an adequate 
education. 


A voice vote to amend the article was in the affirmative, and the voice vote 
on the amended article carried. 
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Article 6. Motion was made and seconded that the District raise and appropriate 
the sum of twelve thousand five hundred dollars ($12,500.) for the replacement 
of the underground storage tank and the handling and disposal of oil and 
petroleum-related materials as required by the New Hampshire Water Supply and 
Pollution Control Commission and to determine if funds for this purpose shall 

be raised by taxes, by borrowing pursuant to the provision of R.S.A. 33, or 

any combination of these methods or to take any action relating thereto. 


School Board Member Reginald Simino explained that the amount could be bonded 
as part of the future building project. There was some discussion about the 
reason why the tanks sould be replaced - the State requires replacement 

every twenty years. 


Motion was made and seconded to amend the article to read that the sum would 
be raised through appropriation, not bonding. The amendment passed by voice 
vote. The amended article was then voted on by voice and passed. 


Article 7. Cameron Tease made a motion that was seconded that the District 
should raise and appropriate $1,058,726. for the support of schools, for the 
salaries of School District officers and agents, and for the payment of statutory 
obligations of the District. 


Some discussion followed about the inclusion of special education expenses in 
next year's budget, about hiring personnel to avoid out-of-district placement 
and about the desirability of dealing with predictable expenses in this area. 


The article was voted on by voice and passed. 


Article 8. To transact any other business which may legally come before this 
meeting. 


Chairman Cameron Tease thanked everyone for attending the meeting and presented 
former School Board Member Elke Hanna with a gift for her service to the 
Westmoreland School Board. Reginald Simino presented Cameron Tease with a 

gift in appreciation of his service at the conclusion of his three years as 

a school board member. 


A motion was made and seconded to adjourn the meeting. It passed by voice 
vote and the meeting adjourned at 10:07 P.M. 


Approximately 165 people were in attendance.

PRINCIPAL'S REPORT 


Three new people joined our staff in September. Mr. Michael Sullivan, who has a Master's degree 
from the University of Massachusetts, is teaching social studies this year. Mrs. Nancy Hillier, who has a 
Master's degree from Keene State College, is our instructional associate in the Resource Room. Mrs. 
Judy Perry, with a Master's from Keene State College, filled the new position of guidance counselor. Mrs. 
Anne Ricci has taken a year's leave of absence for the 1988-1989 school year. The following are 
returning personnel; however, not all are teaching at the same level as in previous years.

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The 1987-1988 school year ended with a total enrollment of 131. We began the 1988-1989 
school year on September 1, with an enrollment of 133. Enrollment has fluctuated between 132 and 135 
this fall. In addition, we currently have 70 students enrolled in the high school. 


In an effort to meet minimum standards by 1991, we have added the position of guidance 
counselor to our staff. Mrs. Perry currently sees 12 students on a regular basis and conducts group 
sessions four times a week. Additionally, she is working with the nurse on presenting information on 
AIDS, personal safety, and similar topics. She meets with teachers before and after school and takes 
individuals as crises arise. Teachers and students have come to trust her quickly and she is a marvelous 
asset to our staff. 


Our major problem in implementing the guidance program is space. At this time, Judy either sees 
students in the library or | vacate the principal's office so that she has a private space with students. 


The need for appropriate space for many of the school's programs is being addressed by the 
proposed addition. The space needs are not created by increased enrollment. In fact, a similar addition 
was recommended in 1979-1980 when the school population was 138. Since that time, the State 
Minimum Standards have been increased to reflect education in today's society and we find ourselves 
with an even greater space crunch than in 1979-1980. Three people currently share the principal's office 
(formerly a supply closet) and two people share the secretary's office. Speech/language therapy, testing 
to meet special education requirements, and counseling currently take place in the closet-sized library. All 
of these limit access to the library for both students and teachers. 


Aside from the space problems, we continue to focus on quality education for our students. 
During the past year, we have had training for primary grade teachers in the updated drug and alcohol 
program, “Here's Looking at You, 2000". Program kits, purchased through a grant obtained by 
N.H.S.A.U. 29, are available for our use. We have also increased our knowledge of learning styles and 
teaching strategies during the past year. Budget requests reflect an effort to purchase materials which 
allow us to choose teaching techniques which are appropriate for a variety of learning styles. 


The budget for the 1989-1990 school year also reflects programming and staffing in the area of 
art, which are necessary to meet minimum standards. A dedicated and caring staff, a knowledgeable and 
concerned school board, and an interested and supportive community all contribute to our success. 


Many volunteers support our school system. The P.T.A. is making great strides toward active 
membership. Members of the Booster's Club and Cultural Arts Committee, as well as parents of students 
involved in the National Dance Institute, Olympics of the Mind, and Sargent Camp, contribute numerous 
hours of support. Persons who no longer have school-age children or have no children also have a 
valuable role to play by contributing to the education of the children of our community. All members of the 
community are invited to share their ideas and time with the school by contacting the school principal at 
399-4421. 


We, at Westmoreland Elementary School, recognize that we work with the community's most 
valuable asset, its children. We look forward to continuing a harmonious relationship with the entire 
community.
